Mr. Mitchell, of South Carolina, from the Committee on Revolutionary 
Pensions, made the following 

REPORT: 

The Committee on Revolutionary Pensions report, in the case of John 
Vinyard: 

That he enlisted for three years in the Pennsylvania line, in a company 
commanded by Capt. Mars, in the regiment of Col. Butler, under Gen. 
Wayne, in 1777, and continued until 1781, when he was discharged at 
Princeton; that he was in the battles of Monmouth and Brandywine:—re¬ 
commend that he be placed on the pension list from 1st September, 1831. 
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
